The DVD contains a feature originally examined and classified as a 35mm film by the 
Office of Film and Literature Classification. The film was subsequently reviewed by the 
Film and Literature Board of Review and was reclassified as "Objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 
15 years", with the descriptive note "Content may offend". This classification was 
registered on 21 August 2000 (OFLC Publication Reference No. 1254). 

The DVD has a number of additional components, including promotional material for 
the feature, behind-the-scenes footage, deleted scenes and an audio commentary by 
the directors. These other components are similar in content and manner to the 
feature, and do not necessitate a change in the classification previously given to the 
film. 
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
